Generat Lee once said, “He never sent mea 
plece of false information,” and in Civil war 
duys tmilitiry leaders had to depend upon thelr 
eavalry for information and accurate Informa. 
tion was all-important. As an adored commander 
of the horsemen in gray (‘SIeb, he never says 
“Go on.’ He says “Come on!” they used to re- 
mark,) he led them in some of the wildest caval- 
ry, escapiades.of the war. 


Of his right to a place among the great Amer- 
fean cavairy feaders another historian, Joseph 
Hergesheimer, in “Swords and Roses,” has said: 
. “He was a born, an ideal, leader. of cavalry. 
Bis perceptions there were, faultless; he wags 
never known to make a tactical error. His plang 
were formed instantly with no more than a 
single sweeping view of.a complicated battle. 
fleld. At times, however, nothing but his uncon- 
Querable resolution, a cold desperation, saved 
him from destruction. General Stuart was often 


forced to depend upon sharpshooting, but he 


enormously preferred pure cavalry fighting; but
